Tolbert also talked fo ft emaM wh o 
c rinarw room, and a rcftlffTWTrte 
waiter who delivered food to the suite, 
and both agreed to take potyp-aph 
tests. Tolbert said he doubted they are 
involved. 


THE THEFT was similar to a bur- 
glary in which Liberace lost other jew- 
elry while staying in a New York City 
hotel several years ago, police said. 

The metal suitcase with a combina- 
tion lock on it, was the same suitcase 
which was broken into in New York. 

Tolbert said the suite was entered 
with a key, and fife suitcase opened by 
someone rising the combination. 

Liberace has been touring the United 
States the last few weeks, appearing in 
Phoenix, Ariz., and Houston before 
coming to Dallas Sunday. 

He made appearances Monday and 
Tuesday in Fort Worth, and at Mc- 
Farlin Thursday and Friday. He will 
leave Saturday for West Palm Beach, 
Fla.

Jewelry worth $75,000 was taken 
during a burglary of pianist Liber 


% hotel suite in Dallas, police rep 
'Friday, 

Apparently using a key to enter lib- 
erace’s room, the burglar, or burglars, 
struck late Thursday while the enter- 
tainer was in concert at Southern 
Methodist University's McFarlin 'Audi- 
torium. 

Virtually no clues could be found by 
Physical Evidence Section investigators 
on the 12th floor of the Statler Hilton 
Hotel in downtown Dallas. 

The stolen Jewelry included watches, 
gold chains, a gold elephant pendant 
given him by a hotel magnate, rings, 
piano-shaped cuff links and a watch 


with the words 'Til Be Seeing You" 
set in diamonds. 

"Absolutely horrified" by the theft, 
Liberace and his entourage discovered 
the burglary when they returned to his 
rooms at 12:30 a.m. Friday. 

Listed by police as "Liberace, no 
other name, white male, S," the pian- 
ist-singer who has produced laughter 
and won applause throughout the world 
detailed his losses to a police sergeant 
and a patrolman before dawn Friday. 

In a personal appeal to the thief or 
thieves, Liberace asked for the return 
of the Jewelry. "There will be no ques- 
tions asked if they come back," Liber- 
ace said.

years, Seymour Heller, described every- 
thing taken as "original — one of a 
kind."

Police officers taking the descrip- 
tions, Sgt E. W. Williams and Patrol- 
loan B. M. Hstaway, said it would be 
an understatement to call the collection 
identifiable.” 

Wi mams and Hataway said the bur- 
sar overlooked a $30,000 mi nfr coat 
with a matching shoulder bag which 
were hanging in a closet. 

Observers estimated Liberaoe was 
wearing $100,000 worth of rings, jewel- 
ry and clothes when he returned from 
his performance.

Police were told a maid had 
cleaned toe room and had left the ho- 
tel at 21:30 p.m.
